Now, as a young sport-nay, 1 correct myself-as a young 
nnortsmau, I have takon more interest In matters pertaining to 
nnri In all its branches, and I find that there is, even in this 
direction, no exception to the ruleof divergent action. Of course, 
he innate spirit of fair play, that fills the heart of every 
true sportsman, la to be found in some of these Americans as well 
as amongst our own tribes, and this Bpirlt has steered my enter- 
nrisitie bark into the harbors of true sport. 

I was astonished to find, on taking up the Chicago Field, the 
leading, the only real sportsman's paper, that it was conducted 
very much on the style of our own pre-eminent journal, and that 
it stood as far above its country congener and Forest and Stream 
rival as does our own suberb Sportsman's Paper over all its con¬ 
temporaries. As 1 glanced over it, my eyes fell upon the descrip¬ 
tion of a hunt.

The gallaut American hies him afield to 
shoot at little birds called quails and prairie-chickens; and here 
are wo his superiors, for our game is that noblest of all—man. 

When I talked to one of their hunting chiefs on this point, he 
said, to hunt men was left to sheriffs, baliffs, and justices’ con¬ 
stables, but that to kill a man was looked upon as being almost 
as heinous an offense as stealing his pocket-handkerchief, and 
that one or two old-fashioned judges thought it even more culpa¬ 
ble and that instances were actually on record of a man having 
been hung for killing a fellow creature. I was astonished at this, 
ami explained that amongst us man-huutiug was the sport, anil 
that, a successful man-hunter was a most envied fellow, and that 
he who could show most heads was the champion. Well, said he, 
heads are the criterion of sportsmanly execution amongst us, but 
they must be heads of game.”

A Tramp with Sub, Dash and Livy.— Washington, D. C., 
Dec., 31, 1877 .—Editor Chicago Field :—One pleasant day last 
week, F. B. Farnsworth, with Livy, A. N. Marr, with Dash, and 
your humble servant, with Sue, had a very respectable (1) tramp 
after some few birds around the city. Dash and Sue are natives, 
and Livy is a very blue blood, and the dogs behaved as well a* 
we could have asked. Livy has not been hunted much on quails, 
but she knew what the smell of game was and made a very good 
point on the first bevy, and a number of others on single birds. 

We did not find game in any unusual abundance, but the few 
coviee we did find gave us some very nice sport. I have not yet 
learned the rule of “coolness and deliberation" when I go to 
shoot, and the result is that more birds get away than are brought 
to bag. I am a firm believer In this rule, and while I have in¬ 
structed others, I have not followed my owu teachings In all 
cases. When I do, the result la a full bug and not so many 

misses. . . . . 

After scoring a few birds out of the first covey we hunted 
another, which the dogs In their eagerness flushed and they flew 
into a very wet swamp. The dogs soon took the trail of the 
birds, which were running, and we followed them into the bushes. 
We had a rise and all fired; result, one down and the others 
may be going yet for all our power to 6top them. At this point 
I spoiled my chances to lead the score by making four cleau 
misses at as many birds. I always go out with the resolution to 
be as calm as a Summer’s day, and the very first bird sends my 
gun to the shoulder before he baa hardly cleared the ground. 

We declined to follow this bevy further into the water and 
sought new fields. 

At the extreme end of a large stubble field Sue found a good 
bevy; Dash backed finely, while Livy, forgetting entirely her 
royal ancestors, ron in and made her first Hush. Her master

The Herons. 

BT COL. A. O. BRACKETT, U. 8. ARMY. 

Almost every odo who has visited th# lakes in the mountains, 
has seen the soli'ary great blue heron (Anita herodiae, Linnaeus) 
standing on one leg in the marshy ground, watching the surface 
of the water for snakes, frogs, llsh, lizards and insects. It is the 
very picture of patience and perseverance,and upon its sucess de¬ 
pends the question whether or not it will be able to secure its 
breakfast, dinner, or supper, as tile case may be. Occasionally 
it turns its head to one side, curiously looking out upon the 
crystal surface, in a quaint sort of away, and anon it strikes hard 
with its sharp beak and an unfortunate frog Is transfixed. It is 
useless for the frog to kick and squirm now, for it gives it a toss, 
opens Its bill, and the frog disappears from sight. Presently 
another frog approaches the motionless bird, all uuconscious of 
the fate awaiting him, and, with a sudden motion, the heron 
transflxes him, and a mqment afterward he is in the bird’s craw. 
When it has caught enough-ttnmtisfy its appetite, it springs for¬ 
ward, unfolds Its broad wings, and with its neck beautifully 
curved backward, and its long bill resting on the front part of it, 
quietly sails off across the water, Its long legs slicking out behind 
and crossing each othde below the tail. This bird is uIbo known 
as the great blue crane V. 

The heron is considered finery wise bird among the Indians, 
perhaps for the reason that he always attends to his own busi¬ 
ness, and is industrious in the pursuit of food. Another reason 
may be his relentless warfare against the snakes, great numbers 
of them being killed bj him. When he espies a snake, it is no use 
for the reptile to attempt to escape, as his fate is sealed; Ida 
long bill darts quickly through his body, and bead and body soon 
disappear down the heron's throat. The heron seems to be for¬ 
ever eating, and still is never fat. 

The common heron is remarkably light in proportion to the

sized lake. The heron is said to be a long lived bird, Mr. Keysler \ 
believing it to live beyond the age of sixty years. 

According to Belon, not to know a hawk from a heronehaut (the 1 
mime for a heron in olden times), was an old adage, which arose 
“hen the diversion of heron hawking was in high fashion; it has 
since been corrupted into the absurd proverb, "not to know a 
hawk from a haudsaw,” or as Shakespeare makes Hamlet say:— 

I am but mad north—northwest; when the wind is southerly I 
•mow a hawk from a handsaw.”

The white heron(f/er»diVM Egretta —Gray),is also found in Sum¬ 
mer, near the creeks, water courses and ponds of the upland re¬ 
gion. Whether this is a distinct variety, or whether it Is the same 
a» the bideeiauc, that has changed its plumage, Is not known.

The green heron, (Butoridee Vircttcens —Bonaparte), is found in 
the swamps and fen lands of the mountains, where it lives upon 
fish, lizards and insects. It is called “Fly-up-the-creek” by the 
frontier people aud has other indelicate names, showiug that It is 
derided and despised by almost every one. It has long legs and 
neck, a bill two IncheB and a half in length, aud a small body. 
The head is covered with glossy green feathers, some of which 
form a crest, and round the eyes there is some white plumage. 
The neck is purplish chestnut, the body of a metallic, glossy 
green, aud the wings arc of a bluish slate color sometimes varia- 
gated with different colored spots. It is a handsome bird, not¬ 
withstanding the coarse nameB that have been bestowed upon it; 
Is fearless and self-reliant; and when wounded defends Itself as 
well aB it possibly can till the last gasp. It wades about In the 
water, and Is ever on the alert to pick up such fish as may swim 
near it. The wings are good sized, and it flies in a lazy sort of 
a way from place to place. The flesh is sometimes eaten, aud 
has a fishy taste that is not relished by the great majority of 
people. In fact It is a harmless bird, solitary in its habits, not. 
remarkably shy, and in flying along the course of the creeks oc¬ 
casionally makes its way directly In front of the sportsman. The 
mountaineers pay no sort of attention to it, and let it pursue 
Its course without, molestation. 

There are several other herons in the United States, which arc 
known as the small blue, Florida, great white, night, snowy, and 
yellow-crowned. 

The white heron is also sometimes known as the great egret 
and lias been found in Kansas. There is a California variety of 
this bird, but considerably larger, which is met with ill the harbor 
of San Diego, as well as at Indianola in Texas. The reddish 
egret (Demiegrclln Rufa —Baird), as well as l’eale’s egret (Demie¬ 
gretta Pealii —Baird), are found in Florida and Texas, and are 
species of herons with handsome, flowing plumage, the feathers 
often being used for ornamental purposes. It frequents low 
marBliy grounds and subsists oil fish, frogs, snakes and lizards. 


THE AMERICAN BITTERN.- (Rotainus lentiyinoxne.) 


The plumes on the lower part of the back arc at a certain period 
long and attenuated, aud were formerly used to decorate the 
helmets of warriors. Ladies sometimes use them in ornamenting 
their head dresses, and the Turks and Persians place them in 
their turbans. 

The night heron and yellow-crowned night heron ntter hoarse 
croaking sounds during the night- and are found near the sea 
shore, never, so far as [ am informed, visiting the cold regions of 
the North. The night heron remains concealed during the day 
time and does not roam abroad until the approach of night when 
it is heard, and known by its rough, harsh and disagreeable cry. 
Its head and back are of a steel green color, the wings and tali 
being of an ashy blue. The yellow-crowned night heron is of a 
uniform grayish color, the head being of a bluish black. The 
night heron buiidB its nest in trees where she lays three or four 
white eggs. The male is a very beautiful bird, and it Is probable 
tliat the long plumes of the herons, egrets and bitterns are only 
worn during the breeding season, and after this is past they dis¬ 
appear uutll the following year. 

This bittern of the order of grallatorcs or waders is regarded 
by naturalists as a species of heron. It Is also known as the 
“bog-bull” or “stake driver” on account of the peculiar noise ft 
makes in the marshes. The bittern has a long, straight, and 
sharp bill, long legs and neck. Its colors are brownish yellow 
finely mottled and varied with dark brown and brownisli red. A 
broad black stripe of feathers is seen on each side of the neck, 
starting behind the ear. Stephens has named this bird Botaurue 
Imlignomu. The tall is very short and consists of ten soft 
feathers. Tills bittern is about two feet in length and lias a 
spread of wings not much greater. The neck is furnished with 
a loose plumage or fringe of feathers which it can erect at pleas¬ 
ure. Tjhis handsome bird frequents marshy places and the shores 
of lakes where there Is a thick growth of weeds, where it keeps 
concealed during the day time and hunts lizards, frogs and fish 
during the dark hours. 

The least bittern (Ardelta Exilie —Gray,) is a much smaller 
bird, being only thirteen inches in length. The plumage of the 
head, above, and along the line of of the back, is dark, glossy 
green. The neck bare above and covered with the feathers of 
the side, the rest of the plumage purplish yellow. The females 
have light purple feathers ou the head and along the throat.

BY WILL WILDWOOD. 

That earliest, raciest, and most time-honored of sporting joui 
nals upon this side of the Atlantic, William T. Porter's old Spirit 
of the Titnee may be quite properly considered the germ of our 
American sporting literature. The quaint periodical known as the 
American Turf Register and Sporting Magazine , it is true, has the 
honor of being the first regularly published sporting periodical in 
America, but so circumscribed was its sphere, and so limited Its 
i circulation, as compared with the former, that the real origin of 
the literature, upheld and sustained bj'genuine field sportsmen, may 
be traced to the old Spirit. 

The American Turf Register —which, as its name Indicates, 
was intended primarily as a monthly summary of equine pedi¬ 
grees, turf events, and kindred matters—was established in Bob- 
ton by J. Skinner, in 1839. Although the magazine devoted some 
Bpace to tiie sports of field and stream, this department was so 
I meager and ill-sustained, that It could not fill the wants of the 
increasing school of field sportsmen. Fox-hunting, which at that 
time was even more popular than now in the South, especially in 
the “ Old Dominion,” was quite fully represented in its pages, 
and in pure turf matter the magazine was quite au fait; yet even 
iu this department it never attained to the greatest excellence and 
popularity until 1839-ti, when it was published and edited by 
William T. Porter, who made It represent also the interests of 
I the devotees of gun and rod more fully. 

When the Spirit of the Times was established in New York 
city, during 1831, having for its primary object the dissemination 
and encouragement of all out-door sports, the fraternity of sports¬ 
men, throughout the land, at once recognized that a long-felt 
want was supplied. The early years of this sterling journal were 
j undeniably of the most disheartening character to the editor, for, 
i notwithstanding the literary excellence and ability of the journal, 

public opinion was 
averse to field sports 
aud kindred pastimes, 
and this dominant 
sentiment must nec¬ 
essarily be altered ere 
the fortunes of the 
paper could be ma¬ 
terially improved.

No sporting journal 

of any age or clinic, in all probability, ever boasted such a set of 
brilliant writers os tliat which rallied to the support of this great 
sorting weekly iu its palmiest days. George Wilkins Kendall, 
“Frank Forrester;” T. B. Thorpe, “J. Cypress, Jr.;” Col. Wm. T. 
Stockton, “ N-," of Arkansas; “Hal, a-Dacotah,” C. F. Hoff¬ 

man, Col. Thomas Plctou, J. J. Hooper, “ Ned Buntline;” James 
Oakes, F. A. Durlvage, Mr. Valentine, and others of like ability, 
formed such a galaxy of real gentlemen sportsmen and thorough 
sporting writers as could scarce be equalled. The reputation of 
the old Spirit for unbounded wit and humor was nearly as great 
as that which it attained as a sporting oracle. When, however, 
William T. Porter severed his connection with the famous old 
journal, in 1862, its decline was rapid, and the depression In finan¬ 
cial matters, caused by the late civil war, cut off much of its pat¬ 
ronage, at the South, especially; and finally, in 18fi5, this great 
sporting weekly was sold to Col. S. D. Bruce, who began its pub¬ 
lication under a new title—the Turf, Field aud Farm. 

The course of this popular sporting journal is well known. 
Upon line turf topics, the Turf, Field and Farm is decidedly the 
authority; beirg not only in the highest degree authentic and de¬ 
serving of the fullest confidence, but also that its unswerving 
line of strict impartiality—showing neither fear or favor In the 
discharge of its duties—It has won for it a most enviable reputation 
among all turfmen, and thereby placed itself upon a firm and im¬ 
perishable basis. In the ability of its contributors, as well as in 
the talents of its editorial corps, the Turf, Field and Furm has 
been particularly noted. The department of turf matters is 
especially replete with talented contributors, while in the various 
departments of out-door sports the journal possesses correspond¬ 
ents of celebrity and ability, and is withal, one of the leading 
journals of its class. 

In theeinterlm,—between the time when thWftd Spirit was es¬ 
tablished in New York city, and the Turf, Field and Farm be¬ 
came its successor,—several sporting weeklies were devised in 
America, and having ran their brief cicle, were discontinued. 
Among these may be mentioned the Sporting Rambler, a spicy, 
entertaining paper, edited by Francis 8. 8mith, one of the found¬ 
ers and present proprietors of the Neu> York Weekly. This, al¬ 
though a journal of undoubted ability, soon succumbed to the 
pressure of financial depression.

It was one Summer a fternoon, in a 
neighboring city, and I—disgusted with the heat 
aud dust—was sitting upon the hotel balcony, 
that Dick, in the vigor of his youth, at race-horse 
speed dashed down the street and stopped almost 
beneath me. Beauty has charms for me wherever 
I find it, and with the exclamation, “By Jove, 
that’s thejhandsomest setter I ever saw,” 1 rushed 
down and out upon the street to Inspect my 
stylish, unknown canine. With eager eyes I took 
in his rare beauty of form, cnaL_&B«i color, and 
after inquiry found his owner—for Dick was well 
known in the city where he lived, but 1 could not 
induce him to part with the dogjat any price. 1 
did, however, gain his promise that if Dick ever 
left him he should come to me, and in about two 
years the gallant dog was in my kennel. Dick 
was truly a remarkable dog in appearance as well 
as in all other ways. His coat wrs of a royal 
color, “In gloss and hue the chestnut, when the 
shell divides three-fold, to show the fruit within,” 
and hecarried his stars of faith and hope—the one 
upon liiB forehead'—a white star that only looked 
the purer from the contrast with the 
richness of his coloring; the other upon his breast, a white star 
that at times was almost hidden amid the waving floss-like texture 
of his frill, a frjll golden in the sunlight, auburn In the shade. 
The fringe and feathering to his dress—never beforeor since have 
I seen its equal—was like the color of reddened gold—his eyes 
were brown, deep and full of love and intelligence. The general 
beauty of his head, form and coating caused his likeuess to be 
engraved in prints and magazines and cut upon prize cups and 
vases, and drew forth from “Guido’s" eloquent pen the proud 
title of “the gem of America." His fame, spread far and wide, 
for he had been before the judges’ 
critical eye where beauty reigned su¬ 
preme and borne away the blue ribbon 
of victory from other aspirants. 

Well, “every dog has his day,” and 
Dick had his, that but was the only way 
in which he was like other dogs. 1 
have said he was a “self-made” dog, 
aud so he was, an independent, intelli¬ 
gent, affectionate, jealous, airy canine.

Suf¬ 
fice it that his puppyhood aud eariy dog- 
hood were not barren of remarkable per¬ 
formances, and that the training of his 
early days wus not forgotten In after 
life. 

It was one day in Spring that Dick 
first made his appearance in his new 
home; and his advent was an occasion 
for great rejoicing. He had not been an 
inhabitant of my kennel mauy weeks be¬ 
fore he displayed a trait that marked him as a very useful dog. It 
was the first opening of a spring of knowledge to us that flowed 
with useful deeds until his death. But to my story, or I shall 
never get through with the long list of Dick's remarkable 
adventures. 

One morning while staking out a young pear orchard we got 
short of stakes, and It being quite a distance up to the pile of 
old pickets from which we brought the ones we had been using, 
It entered my mind to try and seud Dick for some, especially

fork or anything that he could carry which might be needed. He 
would take an empty pail to the house, wait for It to be tilled, 
and then return with it to tho field; and when not employed by 
the men'would perform the part of terrier andbuntthe field-mice. 

In short, what Dick could not do I know not. I have won many 
a bet on his good sense and Intelligence. I will 
relate one in particular, since It completely aston¬ 
ished the witnesses, and gained for me the champ¬ 
agne. With a party of bachelor friends, one 
Summer afternoon, I was lying beneath the shade 
of the tall elms of our home lawn; Dick was of 
course near by, when our conversation turned 
on canine intelligence. I put Dick through a few 
of his superficial accomplishments, such as jump¬ 
ing over a stick, slttlug up, shaking hands, etc., 
and then said, "That dog can do anything; he 
can tell one day’s paper from another, and I can 
even now send him into the library for'yester¬ 
day’s paper and he will get it.” “The wine you 
can’t,” replied a friend. “All right,” I said, 
“give me three chances, and I’ll take the bet.’ ’ 
The bet was made, and calling Dick to my side I 
said, “Dick, you go Into the library aud bring m e 
out yesterday’s Bo»ton Jounud." He looked into 
my face for a moment, and then left me to per¬ 
form hiB duty. He soon came back bringing a 
paper, but the wrong one. My friends all laugh cd 
and said, “you are beaten," though they praised 
the dog for what he did. “Not yet.” I said, 
“there are two more trials before Dick and I 
lose; and look there, gentlemen; no wonder the 
poor dog didn't get the right one. See, the blinds 
to the library are closed. Why, itwould puzzle 
one of you to tell the date of a paper in that dark 
room. “I’U open the blinds.” I opened them, 
and sent Dick back, and this time he returned 
with the right paper. The truth was, that I had 
sent the dog so many times in days past for the 
paper, that he knew what I wauted and where 
to find it. And again I wished for the three 
trials, since I was confident that notmore than 
three papers were lying within his reach, and 
one of those the paper of the day before, as I had 
only just left it to welcome my friends. 

I did not explain to them for some time th c 
secret of the dog's success, and so for days they 
talked of nothing but the, dog that could read, 
though the blinds must 'be opened for him to do 
it.“The foregoing of Dick's deeds, while perhaps 
not wonderful— any one in itself—still, are as a 
whole, not of usual occurrence in a single canine’s 
history. 

However, I shall relate one more, and that one 
the last, which for natural intelligence, and the 
knowledge of duty, is really remarkable: 

One afternoon, in this last Summer, just before 
dark, and the last Summer in poor Dick’s life, a 
neighbor’s flock of turkeys strayed upon our 
lawn; tho boys being told to drive them home, 
took the ox-whip from the nail where it hung in the barn, arid 
calling Dick, started off behind the flock. Old Dick assisted 
them in getting the turkeys back to their owner’s yards. When 
they had done this, the boys, meeting a couple of cronies, went 
off for a frolic and a swim down to the river. They, in their 
sports, lost and forgot all about the whip, but not so Dick. He 
seeing they had dropped It, and kpowing its importance, after 
waiting awhile to make sure they had really forgotten it, picked 
it up and carried it home, left it in the barn under the nail from 
which they took it; and then, us eager for a frolic as any one, he 
returned to the boys down by the river. 
Now, I don’t know to what you can at¬ 
tribute such an act, whether to instinct 
or reason, and it is not in my province 
to expatiate .upon the subject in this 
article'. *1 only give facts in u_ plain, 
unvarnished sort of way, and'wili leave 
it for others to use logic to tbeir heart's 
content. As Dick was faithful to any 
trust placed upon him, so ho was affec¬ 
tionate, showing his affection in ways 
sad and glad, in ways that almost start 
a tear as I recall them. 

It was his custom for a long time to 
come of a morning earlyto my room, 
put his cold, moist nose against my 
face, give me one kiss and then quietly 
leave me, just as a little brother or sis¬ 
ter might do. And I remember well, 
one time, when about leaving home* for 
months, how sad Dick looked as he 
watched my preparations. He knew 
that it was not a trip for him to take, 
and so the thought made him sad. 
When packing up, Dick was In my room 
watching me with a gaze intent and 
wistful. Not one could turn for an 
instant bis gaze from me, and finally 
when my trunk was in the wagon, Dick 
came up, and putting his forepaws upon 
my chest, gave me a kiss, and then 
turned back and sitting down upon the 
steps watched me out of sight. Tears 
came not to his eyes, but it was only 
because they could not.—they came to 
mine, and I wasn’t ashamed of them 
either. If Dick was sad and silent at 
my departure, he was glad and bois¬ 
terous at my return. But alas! the grand 
old dog will never welcome me again,and 
my tale is now soon told, for one night 
in Autumn,not long ago,he passed from 
this life to the happy hunting grounds of 
canine futurity The brown,soft eyes once 
bo full of intelligence and love, are forever closed. The cold, moist 
nostril, that in life denoted perfect health, will never quiver at 
the scent of game again, for alaC that eolones? now is but the 
companion of death, and the moisture that^is there is but the 
mold, pecursor of sure decay. That beautiful form, once so full 
of life and activity, now lies low beneath the turf. The Winter 
snows rest a pure and wide-spreading funeral pall upon his grave, 
and the Winter winds murmur through the leafless trees his re¬ 
quiem.

Nearly 
a million and a quarter of eggs arc. expectod from these fish next 
year. 

Mr. Comstock’s contract with thc iisli commissioners lias ex¬ 
pired, and Mr. U. \V. Webster has been engaged tn take charge 
of tlie Milwaukee and Madison hatcheries. Ho is a gentleman 
that is thoroughly competent to fill the bill. 

A Rake Captuke. —An opali, or king fish, was recently caught 
in a herring net off England. Frank Bucklami, in Land and 
Wider, says of it: "Tills fish is as beautiful as it is rare. A 
fine specimen was caught In 1888 opposite Burlington. In 1828 
and 1828, specimens were caught off Yarmouth. Little is known 
of its habits. Cuttles and other cephalopoda have been found In 
its stomach. The upper parts of back and sides arc a rich green, 
with purple and gold^reficction, passing into yellowish gold be¬ 
low; on the sides arc various round, yellowish spots, from which 
the fish received the name of Luna. It waa once described as 
‘looking like one of Neptune's lords dressed for a court day. 

Suad in tub West.—A bout a year ago the United States FlBh 
Commissioners deposited some shad in thc Kaw river at the 
mouth of Turkey creek. Within the last month several young 
shod about six Inches long have been taken from the Missouri 
river, about twenty miles below the mouth ot the Kaw. The ex¬ 
periment has been a decided success, and shows that the labors 
of thc Commission will be profitable to Kansas and the Missouri 
VaUey. 

California Salmon Egos. —Last week there passed through 
this city, from the United States fishing establishment on the 
McCloud, 80,000 salmon eggs, packed in mOBs, and en route for 
Baltimore, Maryland, consigned to T. B. Ferguson. These are 
probably about the last that will be shipped from the West thlB 
season, as those now being produced on the McCloud are to be 
planted In California waters.

A great des/has been said of Ton Broeck, tbecelebraLed son of Phse 
ton, and Fanny Hoi to u who has won each great honor on tbe race truck 
as tho conqnwor of time at all distances from one to four miles. Ou 
his account a hulo of glory has been placed around the memory of 
Phaeton, aud breeders throughout the country are deploring the early 
demise of so splendid a race-horse producer. Few horses have bad 
such scant opportunities of making a big reputation by his get as he 
had, aud few horses can show a better record. Most sires who bave 
begotten good race horses have done so out of oue particular 
strain or other with which their blood nicked, but Phaeton got good 
ones out of all sorts, aud we feel almost inclined to say that had be 
beau put to a working mare on three logs the produce, If any, would 
have delighted the heart of the fastest youth of our age. 

Phaeton was undoubtedly a great loss to American breeders. But 
there Is a satisfaction in knowing that he has left behind him some 
magnificent horses to perpetuate his memory and let its hope his repro¬ 
ductive ability. Not only la there the mighty Ten Broeck, out there 
are King Alphouso, King Faro and 8t. Martin, besides Jack Hardy, the 
Nipper, Lisbon and Patriot, all of which can run fast and stay. King 
Faro promises to be even as great a wonder as Ten Broeck, for after an 
accident wben starting out grandly in his two-year-old career be was 
let-up till the Fall of this year. He won a splendid race in mile heats at 
Louisville, and gave indications of being troublesome to all comers in 
1878. 

Besides these above mentioned, Pbaiton begot Aramis.and In Aramis 
we believe we have his best representative whether on the turf or as a 
stud horse.

Death or Flora Temple —Prom 1868 to 1881 no homo was so well 
known In the United Suites as Flora Temple, and no men were much 
bull or known than her trainers and driers, Hiram Woodruff and Jae. D. 
McMann. Hiram, the old Held marshal, died some years ago hut 
Flora Temple lived until Friday evening, Dec. 21 when, at the ripe age 
of 32 years, ebe died ou Che farm of Mr. Aristides Welch, at Chestnut 
Hill, near Philadelphia, where she hod lived since her purchase by its 
owner, in 1864. Flora s early history, like that of many oilier old-time 
trotters, is very obscure. Ir. is certain, however, that ahe was foaled In 
1845, tboproperly, accordiu^to ‘-Frank Forester " of a Mr. Looinis of

da conuiy, N. Y., the same authority saying that she 


was got by ODe-Eyed Kentucky Hunter, out of a uiare. Ma(fatne Tern 
pie, who might or might not have bad some good blood, though 
said to be ny a spotted Arabian horse, owned by Horace Terry 
and brought from Duchess county, N. Y. Whatever may have been 
Fiora’a breeding, lu IBM), after being driven on the road for some time 
and demonstrating that she was really of some accouul.she wou a match 
over the old Red House track, at Harlem, and followed it up by win nlng 
a sweepstakes over the Uolou course, on Louir Island. She did uol trot 
in 1851, owing to an accident, but In 1852 she began a career of which 
there was no previous equal, and which has only in a measure been ap 
proximntedd by that of Goldsmith Maid, In eleveu years elm woe 
ninety-three races and lost eighteen, one of them being declared off 
netting, according to “The Horse of America.” a total of $118,000. iu 
regard to this large sum it must be said that most of Flora's trots were 
for matches at from $1,000 to $6,(NX) a side, the large, so-called purses 
made up by the 10 per cent, entrauces, being unknown in her day Of 
Flora, however, iL must be said that, she wap the first horse to trot be 
low 2:20. winning at Kalamazoo. Mich., lu harness, on Oct. 15. 183ft. e 
third beat in 2:19^, from Prlucce* uud UouestAnsu; previous to which 
however, she had trotted two miles in harness in 4:50«4. over the Eclipse 
coarse, I*. I., which is still the best time uu record for the distance In 
harness. Flora made out* effort to trot twenty miles within the hour 
but was pulled up lame in the twelfth mile. She also tried to beat the 
Dutchman's time nt three mib*s (7:3214)* bnt failed ufter two trials 
which she did iu 7:3$M« aud 7:43J4. Flora’s last trot for money was ou 
Sept. 5. 1861. when she wbm beateu by Ethan Allen, and running mate 
lo wagon. At that time she was owned by Mr. Wm. McDonald and 
be, being euvpected of sympathy with the then Southern Confederacy 
the noire was seized, but on orders from Washington she was restored 
to Mr. McDonald, who took her home to Baltimore, where she remained 
until her sale, by reasou of Mr. McDonald s death, in October 1861 to 
Mr. Welch, for the sum of $8,000. Mr. Welch bred Flora three tinics 
Her first foal wus a filly (foaled April 80, 1868), by Kysdyk. a sou of 
Kysdyk’s Hambleloniau, which Mr. A. B. Conger bought for $1500 
aud subsequently sold to Mr. Robert Bonner, or New York The sec¬ 
ond foal was a colt (foaled June2, 1869), by William Welch, also a sou 
or Rysdyk s Hambletonian. which was called Prince Imperial and sold 
to Mr. Bonner for $5,000. The third foal was a filly by imported Learn - 
iugnm. thoroughbred, foaled Jau. 28. 1871, which Mr. Robert Steele, of 
Philadelphia, paid $2,000 for, since which time it may bo snld that 
Flora Temple has gradually wasted away. La-t Summer, on the day 
of the sale or thoroughbred yearlings,she wasshowu to visitors, simply 
a skeleton of Bkln and boue, with scarcely strength enough to stand ou 
her feet. She has always had the best of treatment, and so particular 
was Mr. Welch, who for the last three years has expected her death 
lhal she wns never left more than an hour or two at a time without t 
watchful attendant. What disposition Mr. Wulcb will make of her re 
mains Is not yet known, but certainly her skin, bones, uud hoofs should 
he utilized In someway to perpetuate her memory

That UiNicconntable Miss. 

Chicago, Lll., Dec. 21,1877. 

Editor Chicago Field : — Is there a long range marksman in exist 
slice who bus not cursed, either loud and strong, or clown in the inner 
most recesses of his heart that “uimicountublc miss?” The belter the 
marksman—the more steady and calculating his every movement, the 
more nlterly ' unaccouulahle'' does that miss become. It will break a 
line run of hull’s eyes ns ruthlessly us u scold break-* a broom-handle 
over a victim's head, and there is no satisfaction in cither case. 

But are these misses quite unaccountable ! 1 If you uak Bruce, Bly 
(lenbiirgb, Selnh. Milner, Thompson, or any other of the great experts 
Ibev will say that there wue no possible reason for such a miss The 
held plumb onto the bull’s eye. had windage all right, allowed enougl 
elevation, watched the flags closely, bad the sights upright and wen 
altogether ss sh ady and as sore of scoring another hull s eye when the 
trigger was giveil the final squeeze as if they already saw the white 
disc come up. But yet the white disc does not come up aud the mix- 
l*'it* marksman, after long lingering gives it up aud curses his luck, 
or. if of u particularly Christian spirit, wonders to what heaven of de¬ 
parted bullets, that particular one winged Its flight. Ye* 1 think if 
these gentlemen were to pause aud consider, they might find a reason 
for three misses. 

At wbat ranges do the unaccountable misses occur with the greatest 
frequency? I think the records will show that they come in with moat 
disgusting force at 900 aud 1,000 yards, and that the longer the range 
the more is the liability to make these incomprehensible mlstakos. 

On most ranges we find streamers stuck out on poles, some twenty 
or thirty feet high, every 150 or 200 yards, whilst at the end of the 
range there will most likely be » heavy flag flouting out from a mast 
lirty or sixty reel high, aud by this flag and the streamers along the 
range are the wind gauges and elevation adjusted. 

Is it not an accepted fact that the direction and velocity of wind 
currents vary at different elevations, nod that sometimes, when but a 
gentle Zephyr is kissing the lips of the flowers, aud whispering Into the 
ears of corn, a very strong wind is rushing aloug hi a high rate or speed 
some 50 or 100 feet above, and perhaps across the track of Zephyr; and 
ills even possible tbnt two such currents of different velocities end 
directions may be found iu such a height. 

It is of but little use then for us to know merely the velocity and 
force of the wind at one altitude. We should know Its variations at all 
elevations to which the projectile tflT) ascend iu Its flight to the target, 
for if we do not. our calculations, based upou what we kuow will be 
met in half the journey, may bo utterly thrown out by what we do not 
know of the conditions in the other half of the journey. 

At the target end of every range there should be a flagstaff at least 
115 feet high, so that the topmost pennant may float as high os the cul¬ 
minating polot of the trajectory or rifles at 1,000 yards, the longest range 
shot over, as a rulo, in this couotry. This pole should have pennants of 
equal length aud welghL, floating at every twenty feet of its length, and 
these would supply au indicator, showing the varying direction and ve¬ 
locity of the wind throughout the path of the bullet. It Is better that 
Ibis pole should be at the target end of the range than ony where else, 
for it will'be nenrer'the highest point in the trajectory, which varies, 
according to the range, from three-fifths to three-quarters of the dis¬ 
tance. Roughly speaking then the ball of the Creedmoor rifle, when 
fired at a target 1.000 yards off. is III) feet above the horizontal plane be¬ 
tween the muzzle of the rifle and the target when It baa traveled about 
750 yards. It is from this point that the wind exerts a rapidly increas¬ 
ing Influence upon the bull which is going ahead slower and down¬ 
wards faster at e&rb succeeding Instant. It is of this pari of Its pas- 
eage through the air that we want to know most before we dispatch It, 

I may be arguing from unsound premises, but I fancy that If we only 
kne'w more about the bullet durlDg this stage of lie flight, we should 
prevent some, at least, of those “unaccountable misses." 

When shooting at the 1,000 yards range the bullet descends from the 
culminating point of Its trajectory about one foot in seven of Its onward 
flight, so that if It is retarded about 21 feet beyond calcnlatlon, there ia 
a inlss under the target; if. however, the flight Is accelerated that 
distance, there Is a miss over the target. 

From Messrs. Remington & Sons’ pamphlet, on their breech-loading 
arms and ammunition. I extract the following table of elevatlona for 
• heir 41 callibre Creed moor rifle at the various ranees:

‘Tt will be observed that In this table the elevation for one hundred 
yards is ten minutes. From slight differences iu the taper of barrel, 
Cr °J« Bloc ^* au d other causes, this elevation must often be Increased 
or diminished, and when this is the case, the difference must be added 
for taken from the other elevations given In the table. For example, 
ir it Is Joaud that the correct reading on the sight leaf is twelve minutes 
jor one hundred yards, then two minutes must be added to the eleva¬ 
tions Riven In the table; while If It should be found to be eight min- 
wen two minute* must be subtracted throughout.” 

Each n>lnnte of elevation on the vernier scale corresponds to about 
one inch for each one hnfldred yards of range. From the nature of the 
caeeitla Impossible to construct a table of elevations which shall be 
j correct for more lhAn one single gun; nor will any two men 
snoot exactly alike with the same gun and the same sights. The table
